NATION ISTO BETRUSTED IN AFFAIRS HAVINGTO 


DO WITH FUEL OIL FOR AMERICAN BATTLESHIPS 


Declares He Will Fight For

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.--Asserting 


that ro nation in the world is to be 
trusted when it comes to fuel oil, ami 
communications,

Navy Daniels said today lie would 
fight "In office or out" for legislation 
to insure an adequate supply of o'l for 
the American navy. 


He announced himself as favoring 


the Fhelan bill, which would au'horire 
this gOTernment to purchase and op- 
erate oil fields in other countries and 
said immediate steps should be taken 
to secure oil bases abroad for our 
ships. 
"We are fairly well equipped in 


this respect, but we must not stand 
still," he said. 


The seccetary said he would con- 


tinue to use his war time power to 
commandeer fuel oil, just so long as 
it is necessary to protect the navy 
Irom attempts on the part of produc- 
ers to extort exorbitant prices. 


"Some say the war is over," he 


said. "If it is I have no official knowl- 
edge of it, especially when it is a 
question, of protectfng the government 
from oil profiteers. 


Repeating his assertion that no coal 


burner can fight an oil burner on 
anything like equal terms, the secre- 
tary urged that the oil supply be con- 
served for the navy and merchant ma- 
rine, and insisted that the government 
should be constantly on its 
guard 


against encroachments on its oil re- 
serve hy private concerns. 


The navy now has five underground 


oil reserves, totalling 
approximately 


213,584 acres. They are located in 
Colorado, Utah, Wyoming, Nevada and 
California. 
•;"For seven years," Daniels said, "it 
has1 been necessary for the navy de- 
partment to be vigilant to prevent 
the exploitation of these reserves by 
trespassers, who had no legal right to 
the oil set aside for naval use. Not a 
•week passes but finds pressure to 
lease oil reserves and the demand for 
turning these reserves over to present 
operation increases. 


"To all appeals the navy has the 


answer of John Paul Jones 'I'have 
just begun to fight.' So long as I am 
Secretary of the Navy I will never 
consent to the loss of any portion of 
the naval oy reserve and as long as I 
live in private or pxiblic life I will 
continue to serve my country by op- 
posing ,the well organized effort to 
obtain these reserves."

Public Funds For Schools And War 


The heads of Ohio State University will ask the legislature 


for almost 1'our million dollars for the erection of a dozen or' 
more new buildings and their equipment, for more instructors 
to man them and to meet the increasing needs of an already, 
great and growing institution. 


We believe if the actual need lor this \ast sum is found by the 


legislature to exist and that the new budget contains no excesses1 
nor extravagances, but merely represents in a financial way the 
normal growth of this great institution, every dollar of it should' 
be granted. The State Unhersity is a splendid school and hnsj 
made \vcmderful strides in the past twenty years. This is the' 
worst of all times to hinder its growth thru insufficient appro- 
priations by the general assembly. 


Yet it is more than likely that s^nall-cahbred politicians, with 


one eye on the voters back home and with little or no conception 
of the educational needs of the state, will take down the legis- 
lative pruning hook and, with great show of economy, begin to 
trim and pare at the very place the state can legist afford it. 
i 


At the same time the national congress will pai>s the naval > 


and military appropriation bills of which Ohio's share will be 
at least ten times what the State University heads are risking 
for that institution and it will pass with great gusto. Thus, by 
way of preparation for future wars we \\ill willingly ,-oend ten 
times as much, perhaps twenty times as much, as we will lor the 
education of the state's boys and girls. 


All the while illiteracy grows apace. The personnel of the, 


rural teaching force of this state is admittedly impaired of late I 
years and the standards are undoubtedly still rapidly deteriora-' 
ing. The cantonments of the late war showed that nearly one-, 
fourth of our soldier boys were unable to write their own names, 
or to read a daily paper intelligently. But it was no task to| 
secure funds to equip millions of these young men with death 
dealing instruments, yet we falter and quibble and stall at 
legislation designed to equip the youth of the state with the 
mental weapons which alone will make us the real leader of the 
world. 
The same situation exists in Michigan, Illinois and a number 


of other mid-western states with respect to their state uni- 
versities. 
Their young men are demanding higher education 


and their legislatures are haggling over the price! It has al- 
ready been announced by the executive heads of the Ohio State a 
University that if the appropriations for the university are 
turned down by the next legislature or materially reduced it 
•will mean that our famous university will have to fix a limit on 
admissions for the next two years. 
Think of that! We compel our boys to spend two or three 


years in military camps, the best yeai's of their lives, but when 
it comes to gratifying their intellectual cravings we show the 
niggardly instincts of the miser asked to part with a small por- 
tion of his gold. In their public treatment of the curse of war 
and the boon of an education the American people manifest a ..pensioneis • Most of
